Fiscal Affairs o f Indiana Are Handled 
Like Tho se ef Any Other Great Bus*

Indianapolis, June 14.—No office is 
of greater Importance to the 
tax­ 
payers of Indiana than that of State 
Auditor. 
It is first of all charged with 
the superv ision of all expenditures of 
public money, and upon this office falls 
the responsibility of holding to strict 
accountability all those cnarged with 
the disbursem ent of funds raised by 
state taxation. 
State Auditor Dav id E 
Sherrick has risen to the full measure 
of his responsibilities in this as in 
other particulars. 
Fidelity to proper 
accountings in conformity with the 
state laws has been strictly enforced 
in all disbursem ents and the integrity 
of all appropriations has been rigidly 
preserv ed. 
Mr. Sherrick ’s career as 
Auditor of State Is in thorough har­ 
mony with one of th© declarations in 
the platform upon whioh he was elect­ 
ed two years ago, v iz: 
‘In the man­ 
agement of the state s financial affairs 
the Republican party believ es that the

state gov ernm ent is lik e any great bus­ 
iness institution, considered from the 
standpoint of accountability and re­ 
sponsibility to the people of the com­ 
monwealth. 
It believ es the humblest 
taxpayer is an interested stock holder 
in the financial affairs of the state’s 
business, and that inefficiency, indif­ 
ference or waste in public adm inistra­ 
tion, expenditures or accountings is a 
crime.” 
In his last report to the gov ernor, 
cov ering the fiscal year ending Oct. 
31, 19 03, State Auditor Sherrick pre­ 
sents some figures bearing on state 
accounting which are of interest to tax­ 
payers. In discussing the fiscal affairs 
of the state he says: 
“There is now lev ied for state pur­ 
poses an aggregate tax of 3014 cents 
on each $100. 
Of this amount nine 
cents is for the general fund, and fiv e 
cents for the benev olent institution 
fund. 
From the lev ies in these funds 
combined come to the state all the 
taxes that are or can be used for the 
general expenses of the state, and said 
taxes amounted last year to $2,009 ,- 
806.27. 
The lev y for school purposes 
is 11 cents on the $ 
100, and the taxes 
resulting 
are 
distributed 
pro 
rata 
among tue different counties, accord­ 
ing to the enumeration of school chil­ 
dren. 
This tax aggregated last year 
$1,667,89 2.66. 
The specific lev y of 3 
cents on each 
$100 for payment on the 
public debt amounted to $414.49 8.37, 
and was immediately applied to the 
purposes of its collection. 
The edu­ 
cational institution tax of one and two- 
thirds cents on each 
$100 amounted to 
$230,334.38, and was distributed as the 
law prov ides; 46 per cent to the Indi­ 
ana Univ ersity, 30 per cent to the State 
Normal School, and 30 per cent to P ur­ 
due Univ ersity. 
“The m aintenance cost of the state 
institutions, notwithstanding the in­ 
creased prices of many articles enter­ 
ing into consumption, has been within 
the appropriations, and there will be 
no deficits for the legislature to pro­ 
v ide for; one institution, the Central 
Hospital for Insane, not ev en drawing 
any of its large per capita allowaace 
of $24.602.21. 
The cost of excess pop­ 
ulation abov e tbe basis fixed for the 
regular m aintenance appropriations in 
the larger institutions was $58.175.16. 
The uniform accounting system of 
debits and credits from purchase to 
consumption, the competitiv e plan of 
buying with discounts for cash, the 
cultiv ation of the ground and the rats 
ing of stock where institutions hav e 
farm lands, has lessened 
cost of 
v egetables, meats, potatoes and milk 
q uite perceptibly, and is manifest in 
the excellent comparison of per capita 
with th© years past.” 
Auditor Sherrick has been activ e 
and efficient in the superv ision of 
bank ing, building and loan and insur­ 
ance concerns falling within the Jur­ 
isdiction of his departm ent 
and has

Initiated Important prosecutions which 
hav e resulted in practically eliminat­ 
ing wild-cat companies of this charac­ 
ter. 
There has heen under his ad­ 
ministration unusual v igilance in the 
protection of the rights of the state 
in the land departm ent of the auditor’s 
office. 
In the Insurance departm ent 
alone fees and taxes aggregating $309 ,- 
064.89 ware collected during the fiscal 
year 19 0S, an increase ov er the pre­ 
v ious year of $60,000.

is what is desired. 


Lost Heavily 
by Bank Failure. 
St. Paul, Indiana, June 25.—Abner 
Baily , aged fifty , a contractor and one 
of the most prominent citizens of St. 
Paul, killed himself by firing a bullet 
iato his heart. 
Baily was a man of 
considerable wealth and was a heavy 
stockholder In the Citizens bank of St. 
Paul, which went into bankruptcy last 
week as a result of the failure of the 
Oilman bank at Goodland. 
Baily is 
■aid to have lost heavily by the fail­ 
ure 
and 
had 
worried 
considerably 
since the bank closed. 
It is believed 
that while suffering great mental dis­ 
tress he decided to end all by killing 
himself. 


Creditors Seeking 
Relief. 
Indianapolis, June 25.—A petition 
was filed In the federal court by prom ­ 
inent m erchants of Goodland in which 
the court was asked to declare Fred­ 
erick D. Gilman of Goodland a bank­ 
rupt. 
The signers of the petition 
state that they are creditors of Gilman 
to the extent of 9 2.000, and that Gilman 
committed an act of bankruptcy , se 
oretly abandoned his business and ab­ 
sconded, and has remained secreted 
ever since. 


Andrew H um phreys Dead. 
Linton, Ind., June 25.—Andrew Hum­ 
phrey s, eighty -three y ears old, one of 
the

prominent 
Democrats 
of 
southern Indiana, died at his home 
here y esterday of general debility . 
Mr. Humphrey s was a native of Ten­ 
nessee and served for many y ears in 
the Indiana legislature as representa­ 
tiv e and senator, at the tim e of his 
death being the oldest living member 
of the state 
legislative body . 
Mr. 
Humphrey s had voted for every Dem­ 
ocratic presidential candidate since 
and Including 1844. 
He served in the 
Forty -fourth congress, which decided 
the 
Hay es-Tllden 
controversy . 
He 
was appointed Indian agent for the de­ 
partm ent of Utah by President Buch­ 
anan in 1858 and served until 1871.
